An Act for repeal of a branch of a Statute primo Elizabethe, concerning 
Commiſſioners for cauſes Ecclcliaſtical. 


VV Dereas in the Parliament, holden in the firſt year ofthe Reign of the 

late Queen Elizabeth, late Queen of England, there was an Ac made 
and eſtabliſhed, Intituled, An Act reſtoring to the Crown the ancient Juriſdiction 
Over 
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over the State Eceleſiaſtical and Spiritual, and aboliſhing all Forreign Power re- 
pugnant to the ſame 3 In which Ac, amongſt other things, there is contained 
one Clauſe, Branch, Article, oz Sentence, whereby it was Enacted to this 
effect; Namely, That the ſatd late Queens Dighnels, her Heirs and Succel⸗ 
ſozs Kings o2 Queens of this Realm, ſhould have kuli power and authozity by 
vertue of that Act by Letters Patent under the G2eat Seai of England, to a- 
ſign, name, and authoztze, when, and as often as her Highneſs, her Heirs oz 
DUucceſſo2s, ſhould think meet and convenient. and to2 ſuch, and fo long time 
as ſhould pleaſe her Highneſs, her Dcirs 02 Succeſſozs, ſuch Pet ton o2 Per⸗ 
ſons being natural boꝛn Subjects to her Highneſs, her Heirs 02 Succeſſozs, as 
her Majeſty, her Heirs oꝛ Succeſſoꝛs ſhould think meet to exerciſe, uſ', occupy, 
and execute under her Highneſs, her Heirs and Ducceſſo2s, al manner of Ju:

Ita quod non reſpondeant coram aliqui- 
bus Juſticiaris vel Miniſtris noſtris ſeu hæredum noſtrorum de aliquo placito ſeu 
querela infra prædictas Stannarias emergen. niſi Coram Cuſtode noſtro Stannari-

And whereas the Tinners of the Counties of Devon and Cornwall Have 
by vertue of the ſaid Charters eujoped divers and great Liberties, and are 
quit from ail Tolls, Tollages, aids, and other cuſtomes in the Uilles, —_

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Fairs, and Markets, within the ſaid Counties reſpecively: TUHich great Li⸗ 
bertics do of right belong to ths wozting Tinner, wozking without kraud oz 
deceit in the Stannaries akozelald, and not to any other no2 elſewhere wozk- 
ing, and were granted to the ſaid Tinners fo? their encouragement in their 
wozks : And whereas of late years ſundzy Jnhabitants within the laid Coun- abuſe of i. 
ties, and others, to entitle themſelves to the ſaid Liberties, have by fraud and deres. 
covin, fo2 (mall o2 no conſiderations, bought and acquired, and do buy and ac⸗ 
quire to themſelves decayed Tinne-wozk3, and mall and inconſiderable parts 
inthe ſame and other Tinne-wozks ; which abules are done p2incipally to in.

Hereas it hath been found by fo2mer experience, that the Court of 
V CUards and Liveries, and Tenures by Knights ſervice , either of 
the King oꝛ others, o2 by Knights ſervice in Capite, oꝛ Soccage in Capite of 
the King, and the conſequents upon the ſame have been much moze burthen- 
ſome, grievous and pꝛe judicial to the Kingdom, then they have been beneficial 
to the King: And whereas ſince the Jntcrmiſſion of the ſaid Court, which 
hath been from the Four and twentisth day of February, which was in the 
year of our Lozd, One thouſand ſir hundzed kozty and five , many perſons

An Act for Confirmation of Marriages. 


V {ercas by vertue and colour of certain Oꝛdinances, oꝛ certain pꝛe- 

tended Acts oꝛ Oꝛdinances, divers marriages fince the beginning of 
the late troubles have been had and lolemnized in ſome other manner then hath 
been fo2merly uſed and accuſtomed: Now fo2 the pꝛeventing and avoiding of 
all doubts and queſtions touching the ſame, Jt is Enacted by the Kings moſt 
Excellent Ma jeſty, with the advice and conſent of the Lozds and Commons 
in Parliament aſſembled, and by Authozity of the ſame, That all marriages 
had oz Solemnized in any of his Pajeſties Domintons ſince the firſt day of 
May, in the year of our Lozd, One thouſand ſir hundzed fo2ty and two, be- 
fore any Juſtice of Peace, 02 reputed Juſfice of Peace, of England 02 Wales, 
92 other his Ma jeſties Dominions, and by ſuch Juſtice o2 reputed Juſtice, (a 
pꝛonounced oz declared; And all marriages within any of his Majeſties Do- 
minions, ſince the ſame firſt day of May, in the year of our Lozd, One thou- 
fand ſir hundꝛed fo2ty two, had o2 Solemnized accozding to the direction oz 
true intent of any Act oꝛ Oꝛdinance, 02 reputed Act 02 ©2dinance, of one o2 both 
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Houſes of Parliament, oz of any Convention ſitting at Weſtminſter , under 
the Name, Stile, oz Title of a Parliament, oꝛ aſſuming that Name, Stile oz 
Title, ſhall be, and ſhall be adjudged, eſteemed, and taken to be, and to have 
been ok the ſame and no other fo2ce and effect, as if (ſuch marriages had been 
had and ſolemntzed acco2ding to the Rites and Ceremontes eſtabliſhed, oz uſed 
inthe Church 02 Kingdom of England, any Law, Cuſtom, o2 Uſage to the 
contrary thereof notwithſtanding, 

And be it further Enaced,that where in any Suit commenced oz to be com- 
menced in any of the Courts of common Law, any iſſue hath been joyned, and 
not already tryed o2 determined, o2 ſhall be joyned upon the point of Baſtar- 
dy, 02 lawfulneſs of marriage, fo2 o2 concerning the marriages had and ſolem- 
nized, ag afozeſaid, the ſame Iſſues fhall be tryed by Jury of Twelve Men ac- 
coꝛding to the courſe of Trial of other Jſſues tryable by Jtiry at the common 
Law, and not otherwiſe, any Law, Statute, oz Uſage to the contrary thereof, 
in any wiſe notwithſtanding, Stat. 13. Car. 2. cap. 10. 


CAP. X XXIV. 


An Act for Prohibiting the Planting, Setting, or Sowing of Tobacco in Exg- 
land and Ireland. 
A Dur Majeſties Loyal and O bedient Sub jeas, The Loꝛds and Commons 
in this pꝛeſent Parliament aſſembled conſidering of how great concerne 
and impoꝛtance it is, That the Colonies and Plantations of this Kingdom 
in America, be defended, pzoteced, maintained, and kept up, and that ali due 
and poſſible encouragement be given unto them; and that not only in regard 
great and conſiderable Dominions, and Countries, have been thereby gained, 
and added to the imperial Crown of this Realm ; But fo2 that the ſtrength 
and welfare of this Kingdom do very much depend upon them, in regard of 
the employment of a very conſiderable part of its Shipping and Seamen,and 
of the vent of very great quantities of its Mative Commodities and Panu⸗ 
facures, as alſo of its ſupply with ſeveral Commodities which it was wont 
koꝛmerly to have only from Fo2raigners, and at far dearer Rates: And fo2- 


aſmuch as Tobacco is one of the main pꝛoducts of ſeveral of thoſe Plantatt- 


ons, and upon which their Welfare, and Subſiſtence, and the Navigation of 
this Kingdom, and vent of its Commodities thither, do much depend; and in 
regard it is found by experience, that the Tobaccoes planted in theſe parts are 
not ſo good, and wholſom koz the takers thereof; And that by the planting 
thereof Pour Majeſtie is depzived of a conſiderable part of Pour Revenue 
arifing by Cuſtomes upon Impoꝛted Tobacco; Do moſt humbly pꝛap that it 
may be Enaced by your Yajeſty : And it is hereby Enacted by the Kings moſt 
Excellent Majeſty, and the Loꝛds and Commons tn this pzelent Parliament

An Act for Erecting and Eſtabliſhing a Poſt- Office. 


V Hereas fog the maintenance of mutual Cozreſpondencies, and p2e- 

vention of many Jnconventenctes happening by private Poſts, ſeve⸗ 
rai puviick oſt⸗Oftices have been Herctofoze erected fo2 carrying, and re⸗car⸗ 
rying of Letters by poſts, to, and from all parts and places within England, 
Scotland, and Ireland, and ſcveral parts beyond the Seas; the well Ozdering 
whereof is a matter of general concernment, and ok great advantage, as well 
foꝛ pꝛelervation of Trade and Commerce. as otherwiſe : To the end therekoze 
that the lame may be managed ſo, that ſpeedy and ſafe diſpatches may be had, 
which is moſt likely to be effected, by erecing one general poſt-Office fo2 that 
purpole ; 

Be it therckoꝛe Enacted by the Rings moſt Excellent Majeſty, the Loꝛds and 
Commons in this pꝛelent Parliament allembled, and by the Authozity of the 
lame, that there be from hencekozth one general Letter-Office ereced and eſta-

Coaches; and for the enlarging of ſeveral ſtreight and inconvenient Streets 
and Paſlages. 


Ozaſmuch as the Common High-wates leading unto, and from the Cities 

of London and Weſtminſter, and the Suburbs thereof, and other places 
within the pꝛeſent weckly Bills of Yoztality, by reaſon of the multitude of 
Houſes lately built, and th2ough the ſtopping and filling up the Ditches and 
Sewers, and negiec of timely Reparations, are at pꝛeſent, and fo2 ſome 
years paſt have been ſo miry and foul, and is not only very noiſom, dangerous, 
and inconvenient to the Jnhabitants thercabouts, but to all the Rings Liege 
people, riding and travelling to and from the ſaid Cities; Map it therefoze 
pleaſe your moſt Excellent Ma jeſty, that it may be Enacted, And be it Enaced 
by the Kings moſt Excellent Majeſty, by and with the advice and conſent of 
the Lows Spiritual and Tempozal, and the Commons inthis pzelent Parlia⸗ 
ment aſſembled, and by the Authoꝛity of the ſame, That fo2 the Surveying, 
oꝛdering, and managing of the laid High⸗waies, Streets, Allies, and other

ces of Strength is, and by the Laws of England ever was the undoubted The Milicia in 
Right of his Majeſty, and his Royal Pꝛedeceſſoꝛss, Kings and Queens of ** s 
England; and that both o2 either of the Houſes of Parliament, cannot, no2 
ought to pꝛetend to the lame; no2 can, noꝛ lawfully may raile,o2 levy any TUar, 
Offenſive, o2 Defenſive againſt his Yajeſty, his Heirs, oꝛ lawful Succeſſoꝛs;

An Act for the Uniformity of Publick Prayers, and Adminiſtration of Sa- 
craments, and other Rites and Ceremonies : And for eſtabliſhing the Form 
of Making, Ordaining, and Conſecrating Biſhops, Prieſts, and Deacons in 
the Church of England. 


Preamble. Hereas in the year of the late Queen Elizabeth, there was one Unifozm 
Oꝛder of Common Service, and Pꝛaper, and of the Adminiſtration of 

Sacraments, Rites and Ceremonies in the Church of England ( agreeable to 

the Moꝛd of God, and uſage of the P2imitive Church) compiled by the Re- 
verend Biſhops, and Clergy, ſet fo2th in one Book, Entituled, The Book of 

Common Prayer, and Adminiſtration of Sacraments,and other Rites and Ceremo- 

nies in the Church of Exeland, and enjoyned to be uſed by Act of Parliament, 

1 El. cap. a: Holden in the aid firſt year of the ſaid late Queen,Entituled, An Act for the Uni- 
formity of Common Prayer,and Service in the Church, and adminiſtration of the 
Sacraments, very comfortable to all good people deſirous to live in Cheiſtian 
Converſation, and moſt pꝛoſitable to the Eſtate of this Realm, upon the which 

the mercy,favour,t bleſſing of Almighty God is in no wiſe ſo readily and plenti⸗ 

fully poured,as by Common Pꝛapers, due uſing of Sacraments,and of pzeach- 

ing of the Goſpel,with devotion of the Hearers 2: And pet this notwithſtanding, 

Grierance. A great number of people in divers parts of this Realm, following their own 
ſenſuality, and living without knowledge, and due fear of God, do wilkully and 
Schilmatically abſtain, and refule to come to their Pariſh⸗Churches, and other 

publick places where Common P?2ayer,Adminiitration of the Sacraments,and 

pꝛeaching of the Nloꝛd of God is uſed upon the Sundates, and other dates D2- 

dained and appointed to be kept and oblerved as Holy dates. And whereas by 

Miniters bhe great and ſcandalous neglec of Miniſters in uſing the ſaid Ozder,o2 Liturgy 
neglect. lo ſet fo2th, and enjoyned, as afozeſatd, great miſchiefs and inconventences, du⸗ 
ring the times of the late unhappy troubles, have ariſen and grown; and many 

people have been led into Factions and Schilms, to the great decay and ſcandal 

of the Refo2med Religion of the Church of England, and to the hazard ok ma- 

ny ſouls, Fo? pꝛevention whereof in time to come, fo2 ſetling the Peace of the 

Church, and fo2 allaping the pꝛelent diſtempers which the indilpoſition of the 

time hath contracted ; The Kings Majeſty (accoꝛding to His Declaration of 

the five and twentieth of October, One thouſand ſix hundꝛed and ſirty) granted 
Auer His Commiſſion under the G2eat Seal of England, to ſeveral Biſhops, and 
Common Other Divines, to review the Book of Common Pꝛaper, and to pꝛepare ſuch 
*. Alterations and Advitions, as they thought fit to offer; And afterwards the 
Convocations of both the P2ovinces of Canterbury and York, being by His 

Majeſty called, and aſſembled (and now ſitting) His Bajeſty hath been plea⸗

Preamble, Hereas divers abuſes and deceipts have of late years been had, and 
V uſed in the making of Mozſteds, and other Stuffs commonly 
called Norwich Stuffs, and in the Reeling of Parns, whereof the ſaid 
Stuffs are either wholly, o2 in part made, which tends to the debaſing of 
the ſaid Manufacture, unto the pꝛejudice of the publique; which ſaid Trade 
of TUeaving of Stuffs have of late times been very much increaſed , and 
great variety of new ſozts of Stuffs have been invented, ſo that the power

An Act for Diſtribution of Threeſcore thouſand pounds amongſt the truly 
Loyal and Indigent Commiſſion- Officers, and for —_— of Offices, and 
Diſtributing the Moneys thereby raiſed for their further ſupply, 


Whigs there was a Loyal Party, which thzough all hazards and pb 
extremities, in the defence of the Kings Perſon, Crown and Dig⸗ 
nity, the Rights and Pꝛiviledges of Parliament, the Religion, Laws, and 
Honour of the Engliſh Nation, did bear Arms by the Command of His 
late Majeſty, of ever bleſſed memozy, accoꝛding to their duty, and the known 
Laws of this Land: and did with an unwearied Courage, Faith and Conſtan⸗ 
cy, with their Lives and Foztunes oppoſe that barbarous Rebellion raiſed a- 
gainſt Dis moſt Excellent Majeſty, in the year One thouſand ſir hundzed 
fozty and two, by ſome of the men then ſitting at Weſtminſter, till by erpzeſs 
Ozders from His Sacred Yajeſty, in One thouſand ſir hundzed fo2ty and ſir, 
the ſaid loyal and woꝛthy perſons were commanded to render and disband;

Aud we do herein, moſt humbly be- 
leech Your Bajeftp, that it maybe Enacted 3 And be it Enacted by the Rings (00001. to be 
molt Excellent Bajeſty, by, and with the Advice and Conſent of the Lozds 4iftcibured, 
Spiritual and Tempozal, and Commons in this pꝛeſent Parliament aſſem⸗ 
bled, and by the Authozity of the ſame, That the (ſum of Thaeeſcoze thouſand 
pounds be with moſt convenient ſpeed, diſtributed amongſt ſuch truly Loyal 
and Jndigent Officers, who have had real Command of Souldters, . acco2d- ow Cone 
ing ta their ſeveral Commiſſions, and who have never deſerted His Yajeſty , be qualived.

have. during the late Mars, wherein they have been imploped both by Sea and

teſted under their hands, and tranſmit the ſame into His Majeſties Court of Ex- 
chequer, on, o befoze the Mouth of December, in the year One thouſand fir hun- 
dꝛed ſirty and two, there to remain upon recozꝛd. And that no fozraign built 
Ship (that is to ſay) not built in any of Dis Majeſties Domintong of Aſia, A-

Paactices and Combinations between the Jmpozters and Owners of Hoods ſeize torteite

CAP. XII 
An Act for the better Relief of the Poor of this Kingdom. 


Preamble. Hereas the neceſſity, number, and continual increaſe of the Pooꝛ, not on- 
ly within the Cities of London, and Weſtminſter, with the Liberties of 

each of them, but alſo thꝛough the whole Kingdom of England, and Dominion 

of Wales, is very great, and exceeding burthenſome, being occaſioned by reaſon 

of ſome defects in the Law, concerning the ſetling of the JIoo?, and fo? 

want of a due Pꝛoviſion of the regulations of relief and implopment in 

ſuch Pariſhes o2 places where they are legally ſetled, which doth enfo2ce 

Grievance. Many to turn incozrigible Rogues, and others to periſh fo2 want, toge- 
ther with the neglect of the faithful execution of ſuch Laws, and Sta- 
tutes, as have fozmerly been made fo2 the app2echending of Rogues and 
Cagabonds, and fo2 the good of the Booz: Foz remedy whereof, and foz 
the pꝛeventing the periſhing of any of the Pooz, whether Young oz Old, 
fo2 want of ſuch ſupplies as are neceſſary, May it pleaſe Pour moſt Er- 
cellent Yajeſty that it may be Enacted, and be it Enacted by the Kings

Foxraign parts, by reaſon whereof , they have been heretokoze able to 
relieve their poo2 Neighbours, and maintained their Familtes, and alfo 
enabled to ſet on wozk many pooꝛ Childzen, and other perſons who have ve- 
ry {mall means, 92 maintenance of living, other then by their labours and

An Act for reforming of Abuſes committed in the Weight and falſe Packing 
of Butter. 


©O:aſmuch as Butter is one of the principal Commodities of the pzovuct 
of this Kingdom, and is not only of an univerſal uſe and Expence at home, 
but very great quantities thereof are tranſpoꝛted beyond the Seas; And 
whereas by Cuſtome time out of mind uled, every Gilderkin of Butter 
ought to weigh One hundzed thirty and two pounds groſs at the leaſt, that is 
to ſay, One hundzed and twelve pounds of Neat Butter, and the Cask 
Twenty pounds; The Firkin of Butter ought to weigh Sixty and four 
pounds, viz. Fifty and ſir pounds of good and Yerchantable Butter 
Neat, and the Cask Eight pounds; And the Pot of Butter ought ta 
weigh Twenty pounds, viz. Fourteen pounds of good and Yerchantable 
Butter Neat, and the Pot Six pounds: And whereas great Complaint hath 
been made by the Traders in Butter and Cheeſe, That by the fraudulent

DHereas Thomas late Earl of Strafford was Jmpeached of High The reaſons ot 

VVeEtealon, upon pꝛetence of endeavouring to Subvert the Fundamen⸗ 4 
tal Laws, and called to a publick and ſolemn Arraignment and Trial bekoze 
the Peers in Parliament, where he made a particular Defence to every Article 
objected againſt him, inſomuch that the turbulent party then ſeeing no hopes 
to effect their unjuſt deſigns by any oꝛdinary way and method of p2oceedings , 
vid at laſt reſolve to attempt the deſtruction and Attainder of the ſaid Earl by 
an Ac of Parliament, to be theretoze purpolely made to Condemne him upon 
accumalative Treaſon, none of the pzetended Crimes being Treaſon apart , 
and ſo could not be in the whole if they had been pꝛoved, as they were not, and 
aiſo adjudged him guilty of conſtructive Treaſon (that is) of levying Mar 
agatnſt the King, though it was only the commanding an D2der of the Coun: 
ci{-Board in Ireland to be executed by a Ser jeant at Armes, and thee oz four 
Souldiers, which was the conſtant p2zactice of the Deputies there fo2 a long 
time; to which end they having firſt pzeſented a Bill koꝛ this intent to the Houle 
of Commons, and finding there moze oppoſition then they erpeced, they cau⸗ 
ſed a multitude of tumultuous perſons to come down to Weſtminſter armed 
with Swoꝛds and Staves, and to fill both the Palace yards, and all the Ap⸗ 
pꝛoaches to both Houſes of Parliament with fury and clamour, and to require 
Juſtice, ſpeedy Juſtice againſt the Earl of Strafford ; And having by theſe and 
other undue pꝛactices obtained that Bill to pals in the Houſe of Commons, 
they cauſed the names of thoſe reſolute Gentlemen, who in a caſe of innocent 
blood had freely diſcharged their conſciences, being Nine and fifty, to be po-

An Act for Preventing the frequent Abuſcs in Printing Seditious, Treaſonable, 
and Unlicenced Books and Pamphlets; and for Regulating of Printing 
and Printing - Preſſes. 


Dertas the well⸗guberument and regulating of Pꝛinters, and Pꝛinting- Preambie, 

P2efles, is matter of Public care, and of great concernment ; eſpectal- 
ly conſidering, that by the general licentioulneſs of the late times, many evil- 
diſpoſed perſons have been encouraged to pꝛint and ſell Heretical, Schiſmatical, 
Blaſphemous, Seditious, and Treaſonable Books, Pamphlets, and Papers, 
and ſtill do continue ſuch their unlawful and exoꝛbitant pꝛaaice, to the high dif 
honour of Almighty God, the endangering the peace of theſe Kingdoms, and 
raiſing a diſaffection to His moſt Excellent Majeſty, and His Government: Fo? 
prevention whereof, no ſurer means can be adviſed, then by reducing and limi⸗ 
ting the number of P2inting-P2efles, and by oꝛdering and ſetling the ſafd Azt 
o2 Yyftery of P?2inting, by Act of paritament, in manner as herein after is 
expꝛeſled.

E it Declared and Enacted by the Kings moſt Excellent Majeſty, by and 
D with the Advice and Conſent of the Lozds Spiritual and Tempozal, and 
of the Commons in this pzeſent Parliament Allembled, and by Autbozitp 
of the lame, That where any Commiſſioner, Sub-Commiſſioner, Trea- 
ſurer, and all other Officers which were bheretofoze imploped in theReceipt 
of the Exciſe, Farmer, oz Collecto2 of Exciſe, which are and Gandeth 
charged with, oz accomptable foꝛ any Duties of Exciſe by him o2 them Re- 
ceived, Farmed, oꝛ Detained, 02 any ways due from the perſons befoze-named, 
02 any of them, and not pardoned by the late Ad, Entituled, An Act of Free 
and General Pardon, Indempnity, and Oblivion ; That there, and in ſuch caſe, 
all and ebery the Surettes of ſuch perſon and perſons charged oz chargeable 
as afoꝛeſaid, ſhall be deemed and taken to be liable and anſwerable accozding 
to the nature of their relpeuibe Securities ; Any doubt oz queſlion made 
touching the Conſtruction of the laid late Aa of Fre and General Pardon to 
the contrary notwithſtanding.

V \ bereas the Lozds and Commons being affembled at Weſtminſter the 

Five and twentieth dap of April, Anno Domini One thouſand fir 
bundzedand fifty, in the Twelfth Bear of the Reign of our moſt Gracious 
Soveraign Loꝛd Charles the Second, by the Grace of God of England, Scotland, 
France, and Ireland, Ring, Defender of the Faith, &c. were there continued 
until the Nine and twentieth day of December next following, and then Dif- 
ſolved ; In which time, a certain Ac was made, Entituled. An Act for the 
better ordering the Selling of Wines by Retail , and for preventing abuſes in the 
Mingling, 2 and Vitiating of Wines, and for Setling and Limiting the 
Prices of the ſame: Whereby it was Enacted, That no perſon oꝛ perſons what- 
ſoever, from and after the Five and twentieth bay of March, in the year of our 
Loꝛd, One thouſand fir hundꝛed ſixty and one, unleſs he oꝛ they ſhould be au- 
thoꝛized and enabled in manner and foꝛm as by the laid Aa is appointed, ſhall 
fell oꝛ utter by Retail any kinde of Mine oꝛ Mines to be ſpent in his oꝛ their 
Manſion⸗houſe oꝛ Þoufes, o2 other place by any means whatſoever, upon pain 
of fozfeit fo2 every ſuch offence, the lum of Five pounds; the one moyety there⸗ 
of tothe Ring, and the other moyety to him oꝛ them that will ſue foz the ſame, 

Andit was further thereby Enacted, That it ſhould be lawful foz Þis Ba- 
jelty, bis Þcirs, andSucceſſozs, from time to time toifſuc out under Þis oz 
their Great Seal of England, one oz moze Commiſſton oꝛ Commiſſions dt- 
rected to two oꝛ moꝛe perſons, thereby authoztzing them to Licence, and give 
authozity to ſuch perſon oz perſons as they ſhould think fit, toſell and utter by 
Retail, all and every o2 any kinde of Wine oꝛ Wines to be dꝛunk and ſpent, 
as well within the Þouſe oz Þouſes, o2 other place in the Tenure oz Occupa- 
tion of the Party ſoLicenced, as without, in any City, Town, oꝛ other place 
within the Kingdom of England, Dominion of Wales, and Town of Berwick 
upon Tweed; and ſuch Commiſſioners are to contra foz ſelling and uttering 
of Mines by Retail in any City oꝛ other plate as afozeſaid, in ſuch manner 
and foꝛm, and under fuch Pꝛoviſoes as in the ſaid Act is mentioned. And it is 
further pꝛobided by the ſaid Act, That the Rents, Revenues, and Sums of

And alſo one other Act was at the ſame time made, Entituled, An Act for 
Erecting and Eſtabliſhing a Poſt- Office: Wherebp it is Enacted, That from 
thencekoꝛth, there thould be one General Letter⸗Otfite, erected and eſtabliſhed 
in ſome condenient place within the City ol London, from whence all Letters 
and Patquets may be ſent into any part of the Kingdom of England, Scotland, 
and Ireland, o2 other of Þis Majeſties Dominions, oꝛ unto any Kingdom oz 
Countrey beyond the Seas: And that one Paſter of the ſaid General Letter- 
Ditice, ſhall be from time to time appointed by the Rings ajefly, Mis Þeirs 
and Suceetſozs , by Þts 2 their Letters Patents, under the Great Seal of 
England, by the name and ſtile of bis Majeſties Poſi-Baſter-General 3 
which ſaid Poſt⸗Maſter and his Deputy and Deputies, by him thereunto 
ſuffictently authozized , and his and their Servants and Agents, and no 
other perſon ſhall have the receiving, oꝛdering, oz ſending Poſt of all Letters 
and Patquets wharſoeber, to be ſent to and from the places afozeſaid (except 
as therein and thereby is excepted) Andit was thereby Pꝛovided, That ſuch 
Pofſi-DHaſter-General, and his Deputy and Deputies may demand, have, 
recetbe, and take foꝛ thePoztage of all ſuch Letters which he fhall conbey 
as afozeſaid, and foꝛ the pꝛobiding and furniſþingÞozſes fo? 8 —

Poztage therein mentioned, and all P2ofits, Pꝛibiledges, Fes, Perquifits,

not ſubſcribed the Declaration oz Acknowledgment containedin acertain Act 
of Parliament made inthe Fourteenth year ol ſpis Bajeſlites Reign, and Jn- 
tituled , An Act for the Uniformity of Pablick Prayers and Adminiſtration of Sa- 
craments, and other Rites and Ceremonies, and for the Eſtabliſhing the form of Ma- 
king, Ordaining, and Conſecrating of Biſhops, Prieſts and Deacons in the Church of 
England, attoꝛding to the ſaid Act, oꝛ any other ſubſequent Ad.

ſome tnithe Suburbs thereof, habe been burnt by the [dzeadful and 
diſmal Fire which happened in September laſt; Many of the Tenants, 
Under tenants, oz late Ottupiers whereof are liable unto Suits and Act- 
ons, to compel them to repair and rebuild the ſame, and to pay their Rents, 
as if the ſame had not been burned, and are not reliebeable therein in any 
ozdinary courſe of Law, and great Differences are like to atiſe concern- 
ing the laid Repaires, and new Building of the laid Houſes, and payment of 
Kents 3 which if they ſhould not be determined with all ſpeed, and without 
charge, would much obftruc the rebuilding of the laid City. 

And koꝛ that it is juſt, that everp one concerned ſhould bear a pꝛopoꝛ⸗ 
tionable ſhare of the loſs, attozding to their ſeberal Jntereſts, wherein 
in reſpect of the multitude of tales, varying in their cirtumſtantes, no 
certain general rule can be pꝛeſtribed; Be it therefoze Enacted by the 
Kings moſt Excellent Majeſty , by and with the Advice and Conſent of 
the Lows Spiritnal and Tempozall, and of the Commons in this pzeſent

Ozaſmuch as the City of London, being the Imperial Seat of Hig Maje⸗ Preamble. 

ſties Kingdoms, and renowned fo2 Trade and Commerce throughout the 
wo2ld ; by reaſon of a moſt d2zeadful Fire lately hapning therein, was fo2 the 
moſt part thereof burnt down and deſtroyed within the compals of a few dates, 
and now lies buried in its own Ruines: Fo? the fpeedy Reſtauratton whereos, 
and fo2 the better Regulation, Unifozmity, and Gzacefulneſs of ſuch new 
Buildings as ſhall be erected fo2 Habitations in ozder thereunto, And to the end 
that great and outragious Fires (thꝛough the blefſing of Almighty God, fg 
far fo2th as humane Pꝛovidence (with ſubmiſſion to the Otvine pleaſure ) can 
fozeſce) may be reaſonably pꝛevented oꝛ obviated fo2 the time to come, both by 
the matter and koꝛm of ſuch Butlding : And further, to the intent that all In. 
couragement and Expedition may be given unto, and all Impediments and 
Obſtructions that may retard o2 p2otract the undertaking oꝛ carrying on a work 
ſo neceſſary, and of ſo great Honour and Impoztance to His Majeſty and this 
Kingdom, and to the reſt of His Yajeſties Kingdoms and Dominions, may 
be removed ;
